The Robin-Nodwell carriers are 
19 feet long, 8 feet 10 inches wide 
and 8 feet 7 inches high. It is 
powered by a 292 cubic inch 
eight cylinder engine (Ford) and 
has a cargo capacity of 11,000 
lbs. 

The presonnel carrier is cover¬ 
ed and can carry 14 fully equip¬ 
ped troops or can be easily out¬ 
fitted for installation of stretchers 
for rescue work. The cargo model 
has a crew cab that will accom¬ 
modate six to eight persons in 
addition to its flat bed for cargo. 

So far it is the best of all 
machines tested for travel over 
deep snow or soft muskeg with 
its low ground pressure of less 
than two pounds per square inch 
on tracks three feet, five inches 
wide. 

Similar models were tested in 
Alaska during exercise "Great 
Bear" and "Timberline", joint Ca- 
nodian-U.S. exercises held in 
Alaska in 1962 and 1963. These 
vehicles were also tested during 
exercise "Snow Chinthe III" held 
at Camp Wainwright, Alberta, in 
January of this year. 

There is also a model presently 
being tested at the A.rmy vehicle 
proving grounds near Ottawa. 

The carriers. replacing the 
Anny's Penguin in use since 1948, 
will have a dual role of administ¬ 
rative and logistic support, and 
for ground search and rescue 
work in arctic and sub arctic ter¬ 
rain.

2 sprigs of parsley 1 clove garlic 

Pinch of tyme or oregano 1 bay leaf 

(tied in cloth bag) 1 cup white stock or Vi cup water 

Melt butter in saucepan, add onion and carrot and brown. Add 
flour and let cook for a few minutes. Add tomato puree and moisten 
with white stock and add rest of the garnishing. Bring to boil and 
let cook slowly for I /2 to 2 hours. Rub through strainer and let 
cool. One or two fresh tomatoes may be added if desired. This 
sauce can be kept for several. days in the refrigerator. Add a 
little butter and reboil before using and correct seasoning if necces- 
sary.

It is only in the last year or 
so that my own daughter stopped 
calling the Prime Minister "Pre¬ 
sident', she knows now that we 
have provinces and not states,

but she can give you the exact 
address of the White House and 
yet have no idea where the 
Prime Minister lives. 

I am definitely rjot anti-Ameri¬ 
can but I do think Canadian child¬ 
ren should know at least as much 
about their own country as it's 
neighbours. 

While we are on the topic of 
schoolrooms, how about brushing 
up on our spelling. While shop¬ 
ping in the stores and reading the 
newspaper and advertisments, it 
seems to me there is more than 
the average amount of incorrect 
spelling. Fir instance, - I saw 
'swede' jackets for sale, broaches 
and bedes, silverwear and one re¬ 
staurant advertised Chinese and 
Canadian 'quisine'. These are 
just a few that I can remember 
at the moment, which are not 
brand names or accidental mis¬ 
prints, but deliberate mispellings.

“Roving Deposit” Supplies Surveyors 


OTTAWA — A joint Canadian 
Army - RCAF operation named 
"Roving Deposit" to distribute 
235,000 pounds of fodd, equip¬ 
ment gasoline and oil in the 
Arctic to support Army surveyors 
in that area began last week. 

If weather conditions are favor¬ 
able this will be the final year of 
a five-year joint Army Survey 
Establishment — Department of 
Mines and Technical Survey pro¬ 
gram to map the Canadian Arctic 
archipelago. This year's opera¬ 
tion will complete the field work 
required to compile a complete 
set af maps of Canada at a saale 
of 1:250,000 (approximately one 
inch to four miles). 

If all the sheets of this medium- 
scale topographical "profile" were 
joined together the complete map 
of Canada would measure 70 feet 
across the base from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific and 60 feet from the 
southern border to Canada's 
northernmost point. 


Most of the supplies for the 
operaton were taken in by ship 
last year and are now at Resolute 
Bay in the Arstic. However, the 
final 10,000 pounrs of equipment 
will leave RCAF Station Uplands 
in Ottawa by C-119 "flying box¬ 
car" aircraft for Resolute Bay and 
Sheperd Bay on April 26. 

Accompanying this flight will be 
the office*- commanding the sur¬ 
vey operations. Captain M. Sow- 
ton, a British exchange officer 
from the Royal Engineers, and an 
Army loading crew. 

Three RCAF Dakota ski-wheel- 
equipped aircraft will distribute 
the supplies from Resolute Bay to 
caches on Victoria, Prince of 
Wales, King William and Stefans- 
son Islands, and the Boothia Pen¬ 
insula lhere the surveying will 
be done. 

The Air Force estimates that it 
will take 305 flying hours over a 
three-week period to complete the 
job. 


The Ottawa-based Army sur¬ 
veyors will not leave the Capital 
for the Arctic until May 12. 

Three officers and five non¬ 
commissioned officers of the Royal 
Canadian Engineers, two cooks 
from the Royal Canadian Army 
Service Corps, five civilian pilots 
and five civilian maintenance en¬ 
gineers will make up this sum¬ 
mer's survey party. 

Principal means of transporta¬ 
tion during the summed in sup¬ 
port of the survey will be two 
Sikorsky S-55 helicopters, two Bell 
G-24 helicopters and one de Havil- 
land Beaver fixed-wing aircraft.

ASCENSION DAY, 23 MAY 

In the Apostles' Creed, afteer 
professing our faith in the pas¬ 
sion, death and resurrection of 
Our Divine Lord, we say: "He 
ascended into Heaven." On the 
fortieth day after His resurrection 
from the dead, Christ led His 
apostles outside the city of Jeru¬ 
salem to Mount Olivet, and from 
there rose into the Heavens. 

We use the word ASCENSION 
for this event, rather than AS¬ 
SUMPTION {as in the case of The 
Blessed Virgin).to indicate that by 
his own power, as true God. Christ 
went to Heaven. His tasks on 
earth were ended. He had made 
full satisfaction for the sins of 
men. He had taught them how to 
save their souls. He had establish¬ 
ed the Church, He has instituted 
the Sacraments, and so i the time 
had come for him to entetr into 
everlasting glory.

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LAWNS 

Authoritien estimate that over 
50% of the funds and effort ex¬ 
pended each year on our Cana¬ 
dian home lawns iswasted. Many 
common practices are even in¬ 
jurious to lawns rather than be¬ 
neficial. Some of the common er¬ 
rors and newer practices are ex¬ 
plained in this article to assist 
readers in developing a better 
lawn. 

No part of our beautification 
programme will contribute more to 
the home grounds than a good 
lawn. It provides the green, rest¬ 
ful and pleasing base and fore¬ 
ground for our picture. 

DRESSING 

Established lawns may be im¬ 
proved by applying a very thin 
dressing of top soil. Not over half 
an inch of good top soil may be 
evently raked into a lawn. This 
should stimulate grass growth and 
improve the soil texture. 

Before applying a top dressing 
the lawn should be raked. Use an 
iron garden rake, raking first one 
way and then the other way. This 
removes the dead grass and re¬ 
opens the surface to permit aii 
to enter. 

MOWING 

Regular mowing at frequent in¬ 
tervals is required to maintain a 
good turf. The frequency of mow¬ 
ing should be gauged to the rate 
of growth rather than the day of 
the week. 

When mown at a height of V/t" 
— 2 " lawn grasses will compete 
favourably with weeds. Mowing 
grass too short may damage the 
root crowns and thus rob the plant 
of its food manufacturing capacity 
■and its ability to renew growth. 

Efficient cutting at the proper 
heigh can only be attained with 
a well adjusted and sharp lawn- 
mower. Torn or bruised grass 
blades dry up and turn brown 
with the entire lawn taking on a 
seared appearance. 

Grass clippings are beneficial 
and should be left on the lawn 
unless they are in very thick lay¬ 
ers. 

In shaded locations grass should 
be cut less frequently or at height 
at least one inch above the cutt¬ 
ing meight of open lawns. 

WATERING 

The moisture requirements of es¬ 
tablished lawns will depend to a 
’arge extend on the soil on which 
the grass is growing. Heavy soils 
require much less water than the 
lighter sandy tyj>es. Generally 
speaking, however, all lawns 
should be given infrequent light 
ones. Frequent light watering en¬ 
courages surface rooting, whereas 
the ideal watering system pro¬ 
vides sufficient water at each ap¬ 
plication, to penetrate to a depth 
of from 4 to 6 inches. 

Most grasses grow vigorously 


during the Spring and Fall and 
are semi-dormant during hot sum¬ 
mer weather. Some browning of 
the grass during the hot weather 
should cause no alarm. 

WEED CONTROL 

Dandelions and many other 
broad-leaved weeds can be ef¬ 
fectively controlled in lawns- with 
2, 4-D. 

Rates of application and other 
directions are given on containers 
prepared pesecially for lawn use. 
These directions should be follow¬ 
ed carefully. 

TREES AND SHRUBS 

Probably few things that the 
householder does gives him more 
satisfaction than planting trees 
and shrubs and watching them de¬ 
velop. 

An important factor in good 
planting is the selection of mater¬ 
ial to suit the space available. 
There are too many big trees 
planted right against houses or 
in places where they must be 
cut back to make them fit. If good 
judgement is used, there is no 
need to mutilate a tree or shrub 
to make it fit a space in which 
it never should ha v ve been planted 
in the first place. 

PLANTING SUGGESTIONS 

When digging holes, it is re¬ 
commended that the topsoil be 
kept separate from the subsoil. 
Size of hole depends upon the age 
of the tree and root development 
but should be large enough to re¬ 
ceive the roots without bending. 
The moisture holding capacity of 
the soil can be improved by mix¬ 
ing organic matter with the top¬ 
soil. 

On receipt of planting material 
the packages should be opened 
and moistened at once or trans¬ 
planted. Avoid unnecessary ex¬ 
posure to wind and sun. 

Trim any broken or ragged roots 
with a sharp knife or pruning 
shears. Set the rooti to stand at 
their normal position. Plant the 
trees about two inches deeper 
than stood in the nursery row. 
Trees are usually slightly inclined 
towards the prevailing winds. Use 
top-soil as much as possible for 
back-filling the holes. The soil 
should be packed firmly around 
the roots, layer by layer. A dep¬ 
ression of approximately one inch 
must be left for watering. Failure 
is usually due to insufficient ccrm- 
pacting of the soil in planting. 
Water newly planted trees well. 
To avoid excess evaporation, keep 
the top-soil loose and possibly 
provide a mulch. 

When setting out shrubs and 
trees a complete fertilizer may be 
thoroughly mixed with the 6 in¬ 
ches of soil in the bottom of the 
hole into which the plant is to be 
set. A two-inch soil layer without 
fertilizer mixture and the ball of 
soil about the plant's roots. Five | 


to ten tablespoons of fertilizer may 
be used in holes two feet in diame¬ 
ter. A pint of starter solction may 
be applied aboct the soil ball on 
the plant when the hole is half 
filled with soil.

Firstly we would have to buy 
,a deep freeze at $650. Then of 
course we would get $72.50 worth 
of frozen food for three months in 
a row.

I can see that Georgie is just 
about ready to sign his life away 
once again — and I figure this is 
a wonderful opportunity to show 
him what a really smart wife he 
has.

Well, Kit this is about all fcr 
now. I hope you haven't bought 
a deep freeze plan lately?

CANADIAN SURVEY 

SYRIA-ISRAEL BORDER 


RUBBISH AND TRASH 


OTTAWA — Three of the lone¬ 
liest Canadian soldiers in the 
world are trying to determine who 
owns a patrol track now used by 
the Israeli Border Patrol, located 
near the biblical city of Dan in the 
de-militarized zone between Syria 
and Israel. 

They are Captain J. F. Reichert 
of Macklin, Sask., Sergeant-Major 
r. A. McArthur of Severn Bridge, 
Ont., and Sergeant K. B. Munro, 
of Ottawa. All are members of 
the Ottawa-based Army Survey 
Establishment, specially employed 
with the United Nations Truce 
Supervisory Organization. 

At the. foot of the historic Mount 
Herman where the Jordan River 
begins, the disputed area is cur¬ 
rently being surveyed by the 
three Canadians. It all goes well 


it is expected the job will be com¬ 
pleted in April. 

In an effort to settle the dispute 
and ensure a just result, the basic 
survey information of the area 
will be obtained from both countr¬ 
ies. This calls for two separate 
survey plans — one originating 
in Syria and the other in Israel. If 
the two sources of information 
coincide, an amicable settlement 
should result. 

The surveys will take the form 
of traverses. Original survey in¬ 
formation in both countries comes 
from trignometrical points estab¬ 
lished by British Royal Engineers 
during their stay in the Middle 
East. 

The Canadians have been in 
Damascus, Jerusalem and the 
vicinity of the work since last De¬ 
cember. 


Rubbish and trash is the cause 
of approximately 12% of all Ca¬ 
nadian home fires.

Collect and dispose of rubbish 
and trash regularly at least once 
a week as part of the house 
cleaning. Take a bard look at all 
the articles "that may be of some 
use some day". Some of them may 
qualify for the weekly garbage 
collection. 

Rubbish and trash should at 
all times be kept well away from 


heating equipment. Basements, at¬ 
tics, closets, storage rooms and 
the "do-it-yourself" work bench 
should also receive special atten¬ 
tion. For these areas, an annual 
cleean-up in the spring is not 
enough. They should receive per¬ 
iodic attention especially in the 
fall before the heating season 
storts. Remember, the garage, if 
you have one, can also become 
very dangerous if it not cleaned 
up regularity. 

Paint rags should either be de¬ 
stroyed or stored in a covered 
metal container. A pile of them 
can easily catch fire by spontane¬ 
ous ignition. 

Clean up outside as well as in¬ 
side. Rubbish, dry weeds and 
leaves are readily ignited and 
are all definite fire hazards.
